Greenfield has experienced a 
series of tragic events this 


month which elicits the inter- 
est of all her nearby communi- 
ties and makes us all feel that 
truly “in the midst of life, we 
are in death,” not knowing what 
next may happen or transpire. 

On Monday, Dec. 7, death 
struck at the family of our Coun- 
ty Treasurer W. J. Newcomb. 
His mother had passed. away and 
from Montreal, came his sister, 
Mrs. Frederick E. Field and a 
relative to attend the funeral 
They had rooms in a rooming 
house next to the Newcomb resi- 
dence but during the night a fire 
developed and the two women 
were found suffocated in death.

With this event still deep with 
sympathy in the hearts of the 
people they were stunned with 
the news that Dr. Chauncey V. 
Perry, former town physician 
and brilliant young surgeon, had 
taken his life as he slept in his 
room at the Weldon hotel. 

The fatal injury to Mrs. Jose- 
phine Carlson when hit by an 
automobile at Main and Federal 
street has aroused public atten-

Gather Greens With 


Caution Says Forester 


Oe 

Don’t kill the goose that lays 
the golder eggs by gathering 
Christmas greens carelessly, says 
Robert B. Parmenter, extension 
forester at Massachusetts 
College. Tramping into the 
woods, yanking up small plants, 
and breaking branches off big 
ones, is sure to cut down next 
year’s supply and leave many 
openings for insects and disease. 

Instead of this procedure, Par- 
menter advises green gatherers 
to use as much care as though 
they were making trimmings to 
plants on their own home 
grounds. Careful cutting with 
sharp pruning shears will im- 
prove the growth of evergreens, 
rather than spoiling it, he says. 

He also recommends the use 
of substitute greens wherever 
possible, so as to preserve the 
diminishing supply of laurel, 
running jenny, princess pine, 
and others that have been com- 
monly used. Blueberry, ground 
juniper, pitch pine, and ground 
hemlock are plentful, he says 
and can usually be obtained for 
the asking. Pitch pine is also 
quite common in many regions, 
and the short stubby cones to- 
gether with the branches can be 
used effectively in wreaths and 
other decorations. 

Ground hemlock is plentiful, 
and if it is pruned carefully it 
will grow even better for anoth- 
er year. Hemlock boughs that 
grow to the ground may be 
pruned freely. 

The owner’s permission should 
be obtained before entering his 
property to take greens, and if 
the gatherer shows considera- 
tion in his pruning, this permis- 
sion will be easier to get another 
year.
